OVERMEYEIR'S LETTER.

A letter wag read from Hon. David Overs
meyer of Topekn, In which he expressed his
regrets dt belng unable to attend, In sub-
stince, he otherwise sald thiat there  was

nothing In the recent election, nor in the con-
dition’ of the country, to cause any true dem-
ocrat to waver In his allegianee th the
clples

prin-
domocratle party. Mr, Ovir-
thut It was n poor soldier in-
fdeed who deserts after defent, He discussed
the finsnelal question at length. Among
other things he pald his respects, ot long
range, to the people's party. Mr. Overmeyer
eplned that populism was nothing but stale
and vapld sophisms. After reviewing the
various partles he concluded as follows:

“Whatever the diMlculties may be In the
way, whatever the eclouwds may lower or
storms may rage, whatever blind objections
may be invoked to obscure the right, we
know that In the end the solutlon of our
politieal prablems is In the adoption and ap-
plication In governmaental affairs of
the eternal principles of démocracy.
Divest your minds of the mad passion
of the hour for mere position and place, re-
sist with all your might the venal overtures
and oorrupt suggestions of a purely com-
mercial age and generation, and address your
gentus and your zeal to the task of the de-
termination and settlement of the permanent
economie pollcies of this great natlon, so
that you may hand down to posterity a gov-
ernment so firmly founded wpon the foundn-
tlon of liberty that you may have better
nssurance that the future will be just, pro-
greasive and humane than had the men who
madit gvery sacrifice in order that we might
have thig great field in which to labor."”

" The first toast on the card was “lssues of
1806."" When the president mentloned the
name of Hon. Horace N, Doles the applause
wias Instantaneous, but it developed into an
avitlon when the little giant of Towa demoe-
racy arose and acknowledged the Introduction.
BOIES TO THE FAITHFUL.

After referring to the defeat of the party
and the fallure of congress to take action
promised by the Chicago platform along the
bimetallie lineg, Governor Boies said;

“Some effort, It is true, has been madae to
establish the free coinage of sllver, at the old,
or some other ratlo, but this lacked one of
the essentinls outlined by both parties, to-
wit, proper leglslative safeguards to malntaln
the parity of the two metals,

““To suy that no legislitlon beyond an act
authorizing the free colnnge of silver, at the
old or some other ratio less than that which
represents ita commercial value with gold, is
all that Is necessary to preserve thelr parity
when colned [s to assume what is not proven;
and to say, under existing clreomstances, It
would not have that effect |8 the statement
of a proposition equally uusupported by any
demonsirated fact, 4

“The cownage of the silver dollar, for use
In the ordinary business affairs of the masses,
woulld, I Dbelleve, become  self-regulating.
Whenever the volume resched a limit beyond
which it could not be used: its further colnuge
would cense, because of the want of o demand
for it, and up to that limit it would con-
tinue, because under the plan I am trying to
outline less bullion wouldl be required to
make Il than Ite equivalent In larger silver
colns of the country.

“This belng done, T belleve congress shounld
then establish a ratio between gold and sil-
Ver, nt which, In the judgment of conserva-
tive men, friendly to the free use of both as
money metals, their parity would be lkely to
be maintained, 1 Know this could not be ace
complished exeept through a compromlise of
tqually honest, but conflicting oplnlons.

MORE SILVER IN THE DOLLAR.

“Personally, 1 do not believe It should be
lone by Incrensing the silver in the sllver dol-
lar alone, nor by diminishing the gold In the
gold dollar wlone, but I belleve both should
be done: that s, (hat we should put more gil-
ver In the sllver dollar or it equivalent and
less gold fn the gold dullar or its equivalent,
[ do not believo It necessary 10 (nerease the
ame and diminlsh the other untl u ratio
Mual to that which represents the present
pommercial value of gold and wllver ballion
Is reached, becauge 1L seems veasonably cer-
Inln that the free use of silver In the colnage
of this country alone will enhanee s com-
mercial value, to some extent at least, and |
believe to a considersble extont. A ratlo
beng established, congress should then Pro-
vile for the froe minting of both gold and
kllver Into colns of the denomination of $5,
§10, and $20, and should proyide that upon
the depoxit of ellher of these colns, oF thelr
tquivalent, In bullion of either metal, In the
Ireasury, or any of the subtressuries of the
United States, the government wonld lswue
toin certificates, redeemable within a speciticd
number of years, at the option of the govern-
ment as to time, and payable In gold or sil-
ver at the vutlo estubllslied, at the option of
the holder of the certifoate,

“This coinpge, and certificates Issued In
Hew thereof, should be made a legal tender in
payment of all elaliny, publlc and private
allke, except such as had besn contracted
befare the law takes eflect. and contaln an
expross or implied obligation (hst they aro
to be pald in gold. 1 think these should be
excepled., beoavse of a moral, and perbaps o
legal obligation. aleo of the makers of such
eantracts to pay In geld coin of the welght
mnad fineness extablished by law, when
oblightions were muile,

AN 1o all ather contracts mude Lefore 1h
new law takes efeot, as well s thowe mads
ufter, it seems to me such exception could
proporly Lo walved,

PLAN THAT WoOULD BENEFIT.

“Byery man s presumed to know that eon-
Bress v authorized by the fundamental law
of the natlon ‘to coln money and regulate
the value thereof, and of fereign voln,' wnid
that this power may be exercised as ofien ns
that bLady deems It for the best Inlerests
of the masses, and 1 would seem to folliw
that every contract payable in dollars wlone,
without further speciidcation, must o legal
eontewplation be presunied o have been

“Ur radienl ehanges dre made o the general
policy of the present system in the near
future, they will be made by republicans, 1
grently doubt whether the leaders In that
party wil brave the dongers which a return
to excessive protective tarlff taxation would
certalnly bring to them. Whether a pleasant
reflection, or otherwlge, the slmple truth is
the silver questlon is doing far more to dis-
organize the domocratic party and deplete (18
ranks than to injure s chief opponent, the
republican party.

“In the whole field of national politics there
ig, in my judgment, but one question in sight
that is of sufficlent apparent fmportance to
arcuge the masses,

“If the next national democratle convention
will discard platitudes of every deseription,
commit the party uneguivocally to a ratio at
which gold and silver shall be equally frezly
coined, and polnt out In explicit terms the
legislation that should be adopted to preserve
the parity of the two metals, and do thig in
a rational and reasonable way, the masses of
American volters will come to the ald of the
pirty thus ecommitted, the democracy will
again be triumpbant. If it falls to do this
changing clrewmstances or a better Judgment
than my own must reveal the issue upon
which It cen sueceed,”

To say the utterances of the zpeaker oreated
n sensution putz it mildly. The silver dem-
oerats cheered In ecstacy of gratification,
while the Clévelund men were dumbfounded
at the bold words uttered with the apparent
force of convietion. It was one of the most
Impressive political utterances of the day.

OLD HICKORY IN HISTORY.

Prof. Homer 1. Lewis followed In an el -
quent discourse on *The Day We Celebrats,"

The histerical significancs of tha celsbration
was reviewed, in which he compared Andrew
Jack=on to such men as Abraham Lincoln
and George Washington, whose memory was
imperighuble in Amerlean hearts, The tri-
umph of Jackson on the battle fi=ld at New
Orleans and his subsequent viclories on the
political battle fleld, under the banner of
trus demoecracy, wers recalled In an eloquent
manner,

Prof. Lewls reviewed democratlic adminis-
trations, including thoese of Thomas Jefferacn
and Andrew Jackson, and the magnificent
results thereof. The oarller relations be-
tween America and England were dwelt upen
briefly, and the 1 yalty of democrocy upheld.

The importance of the battle of New Or-
leans was clted. Andréew  Jockson, in com-
mand of his troops, was at the head of de-
termined men who loved demogracy as well
as they did thelr country. Democratic fin-
gers pulled the triggers and a democratic
hand waved the sword that saved New Or-
leans, Andew Jackson's hatred of the British
was cnly equalled by republican eampalgn
speakers” hostility to the memory of Jackson.
He believed that Jackson’s vietory at New
Orleans with his rugged frentiersmen from
Tennesges and the militlamen of Louisville
wns ons of the most remarkable In military
hist ry, in view of tha great odds over which
Old Hiekory trivmphed, He deserved to be
classified ns & millinry hero alongside of
Caesar, Washington and Nap:leon. On that
memorable day at New Orleans, the voics of
Juckson was in his sword. ‘The battle of New
Orleans strengthensd the bonds of unlon. 1t
zsaved the democracy,

In conclusion, the speaker enlogized demo-
eratie principles, and was accorded a cordial
display of popular approval when he com-
pleted his specch.

HONGRY MEN TURY RIOTERS

Unemployed at 8t. Johns Refuse to Be
Placat:d by Promises,

DEMAND INSTANT RELIEF OF THEIR WANTS

Provision Stores Dyoken Open and Looted
of Thelr Contents—Leaders of the
Mob Finnlly Arrdstoed by
the Police.

8T, JOHNR, N. F,, Jan, 8, —A wseriotis riot
peeurred here today when the erowd of anems-
plogord workmen resumed thelr demonstra-
tion®w,  The erowd met before the logixlatlve
hullding and hooted the ex-Premler Sie Wil
lam Whiteway, who was formerly their tdol
They marched again to the dock, whers the
Tourmaline Is Iving to recslve the eaptain’s
answer to receive thelr petition of yesterday.
Captain Sir Richard Poore told them the mat-
ter was In the hinds of the governor, Pro-
geeding to the chamber the crowd found their
coming hod been antlelpated, for they found
the doors barred agalnst thent,  Undaunted in
their determination, the work
to farce an entrance, and doors and win-
dows were  soon  battered and  Ingress
galned.  The police attempted to eheck the
crowd in their work of destruction, the offi-
cers faring badly In the souffe that followed,
ind the rioters wers for the time belng mas-
ors of the sltuation. After gaining entrance
to the chamber they found that the members
f the executive deparimedt were abzont,

Hoping to pacify them., Prime Minister
Green appeared and addressed them.  He
Proitsed that In two or three dove exion-
five publle works would be eommenced, sufll-
cient to give all employment throughout the

erowd =it to

winter. His listeners refused to be sitls-
fied with his promises and demanded that
Immedlate relief be furnished. When they

wer Leld it was Impossible to accede to this
demand the leaders held a short conferencs
and it was declded to attack the stores on
Water atreet, where large quantities of pro-
vitslons were supposed to be kopt. The first
place attacked was Douer's. The pluce was
sion  broken open, but the moeb found no
provigions there. Then attenilon was turned
te Stoer's store, which was quickly looted of
its provisions. At this point armed polica
Intervened and the mob was driven back
at the point of the bayvonet. Four men,
Bussey, Brown, Coady and King, the pro-
moters of the rlo’s, were arrested,

DBRUTALITY AT PORT ARTHUR.

Further Rovoiting Details of the Barbarons
Slnngther of the Chinese.

LONDON, Jan. 8—The Times today in a
leading article (n the Port Arthur massacre
gays: “Not <nly on the day of the battle and
in the heat of vietory, but for four days after
Al the Japanese soldiery give themselves
over, apparently without check from their
commanders, to lediseriminate massacres, car-
rled out with every revolling elreumstanes of
primal barbarity. Treops of prisoners tied
together wera riddled with bullets and then
hacked to pieces. Boats crowdsd with fugi-
tivea of both sexes and all ages received vol-
ley after volley, The sirects were encum-
bered with corpses, showing every ghastly
form of mutilation which eriental cruelty has
invented,

“What perhaps Is the strangest thing of all,
showing the total, even If temporary, disap-
pearance of Buropean veneer, |8 the absolute
unconsclousness shown by the Japanese offi-
cers of the effeet of these brutalities upon
western visitors, At Port Arthur after real
fighting and real provooation the artifiolalities
of Hiroshima disappeared like sn.w In the
sun. It recalls the fable of a cat changed
Into & beautiful woman and whoe pluyed the
part to perfection until in the midst ¢f a ban-
quet o mouse was allowed to run across the
table. This appeal to fundamental instinets
proved too mueh for Ilub riously acqulred
habits, The woman disappeared and the cat
stood revealed,”

The Pall Mall Gazette says: “The respon-
lbility for the horror rests not with the Japa-
nese peasant, whom everybody knows is a
lacquered . barbarfan, but  with  Marshal
Oyama and his officers, whose civilization
professed to go w litile deeper. Whether
they permitted the outrages or not, or were
unable to check them they are unworthy
to command the armies of a power which
colls Itself civilized.'
